That young man with the boozy look is 
not under theinfluence of liquor.

Do you wonder why Mr. Whatshisname 
suddenly collapsed the other day and was 
sent to the asylum? Cigarettes again. 

Lucky is the cigarette smoker who does 
nothing worse than gently booze through 
life, or simmer down into mild idiocy. 
There are more dangerous forms of the dis- 
ease.

He used ciga- 
rettes until he lost his mental balance. 

One night the young fellow walked into 
his mother’s room and put a bullet through 
her head, then he sat down and wrote out his 
confession. After this he cut his throat 
from eartoear. Whenthis was done he 
sat down in achair and smoked a cigarette 
while his life blood was oozing out. 

This case is only one of the many. But 
the cigarette victim will smile and say that 
if he uses a certain brand he is safe. He 
will be careful and moderate. Youcan no 


more reason with one of those unfortu- 
nates than you can with a dipsomaniac. 


Chicago and the Devil. 


Is there a personal devil! 

This is the question of the hour in Chi- 
cago. As a live topic of discussion it threat- 
ens to overshadow the world’s fair. The 
controversy rages in the pulpit, inthe school 
room and inthe newspapers. It is handled 
in every possible way, seriously and flip- 
pantly. 

As a matter of course the orthodox 
preachers are doing their best to keep the 
Chicagoans straight. Only last-Sunday Dr. 
Withrow declared the devil to be a living 
being, and the cause of all sin and human 
misery. He said: 

“We hold to this theory. Why? First, because it 
is just as easy to believe in one supreme evil spirit 
asinany evil spirit whatever. Secondly, because 
the theory is practically original with Jesus Christ, 
and he is responsible forit. Nothing could be more 
explicit than Christ’s teaching in this matter. 
Thirdly, because Christ discriminated between 
evils, assigning some tothe devil as the cause of 
causes; otherselsewhere. Fourthly, because Corist 
knew about spiritual things as no modern philoso- 
pher or physicist dares tosay he knows. These are 
our reasons. 

“The sum and substance of the entire matter is 
this: if you believe in the Bible you must believe 
in a living devil, who is always striving to bring de 
struction tothe buman race. He is not arepulsive 
monsier with horns and tail, but a powertul and 
malignant mind, erer alert, ever tempting, always 
to be resisted. Our faith is grounded upon the 
assumption that Christ Jesus was indeed the son of 
God. He tells us that Satan is'a person, asupreme 
spiritofevil. If Christ was God, all of his utter- 
ances were divine, and we must accept them all, 

We cannot reject a doctrine here and assign a new 
meaning there at our_own sweetwill. The devil 
exists; and next Sunday night I shall tell you of 
some of his tricks,”’ 

At the very hour when Dr. Withrow 
was vigorously engaged in proving the 
existence of a personal devil Dr. Thomas, 
in another quarter of the city, was 
telling his congregation that the whole 
business was a mere superstition, that it 
originated with the pagans, and obtained 
such a strong foothold that to this day every 
Christian believes that his own evil thoughts 
and deeds come from the devil, whereas 
they come from the man himself. The 
gsyeaker did not hesitate to say that the 
scriptural passages implying the existence 
of a personal devil had been tampered with 
by some of the earlier theologians whaevere 
deeply imbued with pagan superstitions. 
The Chicago News gives the following sum- 
mary of the conclusion of his sermon: 

*“Orthodox preachers believe in a deyil irre- 
deemably malignant today, if we are to believe 
what most of them say. Some, however, are in- 
clined to question the existence of a personal devil.

There are as many origins of 
evil as there are of persons who have done wrong- 
Each one will be punished or rewarded according to 
his deeds. And these clouds of superstition must 
be cleared from the mental sky of humanity, so, 
that the firmament of each mind may be filled with 
stars of truth. And then the truth of justice, lib- 
erty, brotherhood, and the hope of a perfect uni- 
verse will make you free.’ ”’ 

‘The publication of these two sermons 
side by side in the daily papers must have 
_ bewildered the Chicagoans not a little. 

Many of them are induced to agree with 
Dr. Thomas that every man is his own devil, 
but the majority are firmly convinced that 
somewhere in the universe there is a big 
devil, a living person, who is at their heels 
and in a fair way to overtake them. 

It is not likely that this little flurry will 
settle anything, but the sensation it has 
caused in a great city of notoriously low 
standing in the scale of religion and morals 
will attract attention, as one of the queer 
_ emotional developments of this day and gen-

As for Grant, it is well known that what 
little politics he. had up tothe time of his 
nomination for president, were democratic. 
He was a democrat as far as he took an in- 
terest in politics, and voted for the demo- 
cratic candidates. He was a republican 
after the war, not because he eared any- 
thing about the negro, but because the re- 
publican party seemed to him to be the 
party of the union. 


As our Boston contemporary points out,. 


the negroes know little or nothing of the 
real abolitionists. They flouted Greeley, 
their most ardent and untiring friend, when 
he was a candidate for president, although 
they owed more to him than to any man, so 
faras their emancipation was concerned. 
They know nothing of Garrison, or of 
Beecher, or of Wendell Phillips, or of 
Charles Sumner, though all of these were 
conspicuous in bringing about the free- 
dom of the negro. 

When Mr. Lincoln penned his emancipa- 
tion proclamation, he knew that it would 
aot stand the test of the courts. He issued 
itasa war measure solely—a matter of 
policy—and it affected only those negroes 
who were under the jurisdiction of the fed- 
eral government. 

As a matter of fact, the negroes were not 
free until their old masters met in the state 
conventions and declared them to be so.

But everything was quiet and orderly. 

Mr. Schmidt quietly inforined the policeman that 
the men congregated about the crossing had been 
in the service of the two roads and that they had 
gone out on a strike. 

They wanted an increase in pay. 

The officer was then informed that the strikers 
were upon the property of the roads and was re- 
quested to disperse them. Lackey} went into the 
crowd and informed the men tbat trey were tress- 
passing and requested them to leave. The strikers 
were quiet and orderly and ae and respect- 
fuliy listened to the patrolman’s talk. 

THEY LEAVE THE YARD. 

Then they went away in an orderly way. 

W. R. Fridell, one of the yard conductors, a 
pears to have been a leader in the walk out, Ho. 
with Conductors Daley, Waies, CG O. Hilley and 
Johnson. Night Yardmasters Johnson and twenty- 
two couplers were in the strike and when asked 
about the trouble Conductor Fridell said: 

“On September 26, the Atlanta branch of the 
Brotherhood of Brakemen met and decided that the 
schedule of wages should be ra We notified 
Mr. Hagie that wedesired an advance from $45 a 
month paid to the chief coupler and his two assis- 
tants, to $50 forthe chief coupler and $45 for the 
others. Wealso asked furan increase from $60 a 
month for the yard conductors to $70.’’ 

“What did Mr. Hagie say?’ be was asked. 

“He told us that he would see Mr. Gabbett and 
give ug an answer in a few days, He was as good 
as his word and on Wednesday we saw him, 
after we bad given him twelve 
days’ notice, and he said that he wasunable to do 
anything for us. He informed us that he had con- 
ferred with Mr. Gabbett, and was satistied that all 
that we could hope for would be $65 a month for 
the conduc:ors.”’ 

“And that was not satisfactory?’ 

“Not atail,andat six o’clock this evening we 
wentonastrike. We have conducted the matter 
quietly and orderly all the way through, and only 
ask that we begranted our rights, Wedo not intend 
anything unlawful or in anyway 

CONFLICTING WITH THE LAW, 
but we do intend to stand up /or our rights,” 

“Does the strike include the entire night force?’ 

“No, not allof them, There are two conductors, 
Cc. W. Smith and R. J. Woodruff, who are still at 
work, and Assistant Night Yardmaster Banks. 
They are scabs, They promised to stand by us, but 
did not do so, and Bauksis now helping to get the 
trains out.”’ 

MR. SCHMIDT TALKS. 

Mr. Robert Schmidt, agent of the roads, when 
questioned, said: 

“I went tothe men and talked tothem. I told 
them that they would do the road, as well as them- 
selves, a serious injury, to strike just at this time, I 
teld them that I bad treated them as a father and 
had many a time allowed them time when they 
were sick. They paid no attention 
alth they knew that we were in n 
of all ‘help that we had to manage the yards 
during the exporter.

In view of the strong 
feeling which prevailed in our market yesterday, 
those advices were rather disappointing, as they 
did not quite come up to the expectations of the 
local bulls, as the advance sustained hardly 
equalled ours of yesterday, and when our market 
opened the feeling was a trifle easier with heavy 
selling, but after the call a good demand sprung up 
and there wasa quick rally in the market, which 
carried prices up 2@3 points, Traders seemed in- 
clined to await the agricultural bureau’s report, as 
many had ordersto sellor buy according to the re- 
port being favorable or unfavorable. The lowest 
prices ofthe day were reached about noon, and 
when the bureau report was announced, showing 
the average to be 81.4, there was quite a rush to 
cover by the shorts, and prices moved up quick five 
points, For some time there was a feverish and 
irregular feeling, but prices finally closed firm about 
the highest of the day. The total sales for the day 
were over 152,000 bales, which is big for the largest 
Gay’s business recorded for some time past, Spot 
cotton ruled quiet and steady at unchanged prices. 
The following revision in grades of spot cotton has 
been made: Fair middling reduced 7-16, middling 
fair and strict good middling 6-16, and good mid- 
dling 14; strict low middling remains unchanged, 
and low middling and good ordinary reduced 1-64, 
The total receipts of the ports today were 38,870 
bales against 38,986 last week and 34,133 bales last 
year.
